The biggest primary vote in the 
history of Ohio will be cast at 
next week's election, George M.

repulsed with casualties in an at- 
tack on it at 6 p. m. yesterday. 


Fairly Quiet In Morning 


"After driving off a renewed 


attack at midnight the deachment 
is now holding the Belgian lega- 
tion. The situation at 8 a. m. is 
fairly quiet in this sector." 


From the seven words of Bar- 


ton's message on the evacuation of 
the Ameripan legation, the foreign 
office read that Cornelius Van H. 
Engert, American minister, 
his 


wife, his crew of four navy wire- 
less men, his little staff and a 
handful of refugees had left the 
legation with fJying colors, the 
legation documents and valuables 
safe. 


For four days they had stood 


siege by drunken, enraged warriors 
in the city's most dangerous quar- 
ter hoping until the laat that the 
long delayed Italian column would 
arrive.

VJ7TASH1NGTON — To those on the inside, 
*^ the Senate investigation into airplane 
accidents in general and the Senator Cut- 
ting crash in particular ended in a shim- 
mering whitewash for pretty much all con- 
cerned. 


Whenever Senator Copeland. saw an uiir 


savory situation about to break before his 
committee, he side-stepped with an ala- 
crity astounding for his age. He glossed 
over the rows between the air lines and 
the Bureau of Air Commerce. He shut his 
eyes to internal politics running rife within 
the Bureau. 


Most important of all, he steered clear 


of implications of wire-pulling by members 
of the Roosevelt family, and by Amelia 
Earhurl, close friend of Mrs. Roosevelt. 


Shortly after the Roosevelt Administra-

Elliott Roosevelt was a friend of Hunt- 


er's, and some evidence came before the 
Committee that Elliott was associated with 
him. One letter apologized for the mention 
of Elliott's name as' a director of North- 
west Airways and explained it was meant 
to be Robert Donner, at that time Elliott's 
brother-in-law (through his first 
wife, 


Elizabeth Donner Roosevelt.) 


Hunter also wrote letters to Anna Roose- 


velt Dall, addressed "Dear Anna" and ex- 
pressing th'e hope that she impress on her 
father the .importance of aviation. There 
was no evidence that either Anna or Elliott 
did use their influence, although Senator 
Copeland never permitted an opportunity 
to find out one way or the other. 


Amelia Earhart began to figure in the 


picture on March 20,'1933, when" a letter 
was written to Mr. Hunter by Col. Lewis 
H. Brittin, 
vice-president 
of Northwest 


Airways and its representative in Wash- 
ington, Brittin later seirved ten days for 
contempt- «f 4he> Senate during Senator^ 
Black's air mail investigation.

Eugene Vidal, now director of the Bu- 


reau of Air Commerce, was general mana- 
ger of the Ludington Line between New 
York and Washington in the early days of 
airmail, and made Amelia Earhart his vice- 
president.
